This blinde man carried alwayes 
his bread and his victuall in a little 
bag of cloth, which was ſhut at the 
mouth with an 1ron buckle, under a 
miſerable lock and key : at the time 
of putting his meate 1n,and taking it 
out, he would keep ſuch ſtraight 
account, that all the world wasnot 
able to deceive him of one crum,and 
therefore there was no help, but 
that I muſt needs bee content with 
that ſmall allowance that hee gave 
me, which alwayes I was ſure to diſ- 
patch at two morſels : and as ſoon 
as ever he had ſhuthis little lock, he 
would think then, that all were ſure, 
imagining that I had other matters 
in hand : then would I boldly unrip, 
and ſow upagain the ſide of his co- 
vetous ſack, ufing daily tolafce one 
of the ſides, there to take out

- From that time 
forward, he thought gaod to ſhorten 
his prayers, cutting them: off in the 
Blinde middeſt : wherefore he commanded 
men ine, that as ſoon as the Almes-giver 
=_ had turned his back; 7fhould pluck 
Church Rim by the cloke. Then {ſtraight- 
porches, yyayes changing tune, he vvould 
wax Air begin to cry vvith loud voice ( as 
for mo» blind men uſe to do ). vvho vvill 
ny to heare ſucha devout prayer, or elſc 
[ay thelifeof ſomeSaint? Atdinneror 
priaier. ſupper time, he had alyvayes before 
him a little pot full of vvine, which 
oftentimes 7 would lay hand on; and 
after two or three kifles ſend it him 
ſecretly home again - But that 
happy time continued but a: while, 
for 1was wont to leave ſo little be- 
hind me,that hemight ſoon eſpy the 
fault, as indeed immediately he did 
miſtruſt the whole matter - where- 
fore he began a new order, not 
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The Spaniards Life. 
to-leave his wine any more at ran- 
dome, but to avoid danger, had al- 
wayes his little pot faſt by the eare, 
ſo to be ſure of his drinke. 

Yet notwithitanding, for all this, 
the Adamant ſtone had never ſuch

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wax, ſo that at dinner time, making 
a ſhew as I were ready to die for 
cold, I would creep between the 
blind mans legs, to warme my ſelfe 
at his {mall fire, by the heat whereof, 
the wax being little in quantity, 
would ſo melt away, that the wine 
would iflue down into my mouth, 
freſhly and trim: I being ſure to 
gape upward ſo juſt, that one drop 
ſhould never fall befide. So that 
when my blinde Maſter would taſte 
of his wine, he ſhould never finde 
drop to quench his thirſt, whereat 
he would much marvel], curling and | ;« 
{wearing all manner of Oathes, yea |w 
withing the pot, and all that was | at 
within 1t, at the Devill , muling ſtill | 
how his wine ſhould be ſo conſt- | 
med away. Then ſtraightwaies to li 
excuſe my ſclte, I would ſay, I truſt [jj 
you will not miſtruſt me, gentle Un- | 
cle, ſeeing that the pot came never [þ; 
out of your own hand. V V hereupon |yj 
then to be well informed of the |, 
, truth, | 
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truth, he began to feele and to grope 
the pot over ſo often, that at laſt he 
found the ſpring, and at that time 
diſembled quietly the matter, as if 
he had percerved nothing. The next 
day I began again to prepare my ſelf 
after my nap. vie ſort to take my 
pleaſure of his wine, being ignorant 
of the evill that ſhould = 4 think- 
ing 'that my maſter would never 
have miſtruſted me about ſuch a 
matter, wherefore I was merry and 
careleſs. But my cruell mafter, per- 
ceiving after what ſtrange ſort I 
received thoſe ſweet drops of wine, 
which came forth as a quick ſpring 
at his pots bottom, my face bent to- 
wards Heaven, mineeyes in manner 


cloſed, ſo to receive with more de- 


light, and better taſts that pleaſant 
liquor, which I thought did preſerve 
my life, the malicious blinde man 
having time of revengement at his 
will, lifted up the ſweet and foure 
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pot (as I may ſay) and with all his 
| C 2 foree, 
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force, clapped it ſo rudely upon my 
face, that I thought verily Heaven 
aboye, and all therein, had fallen 
upon mee. - The cruel! blow was 
{uch, that it toox away my ſenſes, it 
troubled fore my braines, and my 
face was all cut with pieces of the 
broken pot; yea, and ſome of my 
teeth were then broken, which as 
yet is ſeen, wherctore I never loved 
him :fcer, howbeit he cheriſhed me 
daily ; yet for all the falſe love and 
friendſhip which he ſhewed, I per- 
ceived right well how glad he was, 
thathe had ſo puniſhed me. 

To make me amends, he vvaſhed 
vvith Wine the vyounds, vvyhich 
the unhappy pot had made, and at- 
tcr much laughing ſaid, What ſayeſt 
thou to this my boy, the vvine that 
hath done thee hurt, ſhall now heale 
thee again, and ſuch other merry 
jeſts, vvhich I utterly miliked.

could,” which thingT vvent not a- 
bout immediately, but tarried a dite 
time, for mine own ſafcty and ad- 
vantage. 

And vvhereas afterwardsI vvent 
about to forget mine anger, and to 


| pve him the blow, the evill uſage 


and entertainment vyhich he daily 
ſhewed me, vvould in no vviſe con- 
ſent thereto. For {till he tormented 
me vvith {ore blowes, vvithout any 
offence, or fault at all. And vyhen 
iny man demanded, vvhy he hand- 
led me ſo cruell | ſtraightwayes he 

— up and eclare the diſcourſe 
of his pot, ſaying; Do you not think. 
this Childe is ſome innocent,and al- 
vvayes at the endof his tale, theſe 
vvould be his vvords; Who, unleſi $ 
the Devill himſelf could have found 
C3 out 
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out ſuch rare pranks; The people 
would much marvell at my inventi- 
on, and blefling themſelves, would 
ſay unto my Maſter : Puniſh him, 
puniſh him, God will reward you 
therefore : which thing he did con- 
tinually,and would have done with- 
out their bidding : wherefore I daily 
led him thorow the worſt wayes [ 
could finde poſſibly, all for very 
ſpite, minding if I could, to do him 
harme : where I might eſpy ſtones 
or mire, I would even: thorow the 
thickeſt : and although I could ne- 
vereſcapedry foot, I was glad with 
loſing one of mine own eyes, to put 
out both his that never had any. At 
ſuch times of his ſorrowes, to * re- 
venged, he would take kold with his 
nailes, on the hinder part of my 
head, where with his often pelling, 
he had left very few haires behinde: 
it would neveravail me then to ſay, 
that I could finde no better way, nor 
yet to {weare, how I did not oe 

Mm 
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him that naughty way maliciouſly, 
for he was ſo ſubtill, that to my 
words he would give ſmall credit. 

But now, becauſe your Worthip 
ſhall underftand,, how far his crate 
did extend,I will declare one chance 
amongſt many, which happened in 
the time I ſerved him, wherein he 
ſeemeth to give tull underſtandin 
of his ſubtilty : When we Frogs, 
out of $ alamanka, his intent was to 
come to the City of Toledo, knowing 


that the people were richer there 


than 1n other places,although not ſo 
charitable, yet for all that, leaning 
to his old proverb : More giveth the 
n:geard than the naked, we took our 
voyage thorow the belt villages we 
cou'd finde, where we found great 
gatn and profit, continuing aiter 
{uch fort a certain time : and where, 
as we liked not our entertainment, 
the third day we would be ſure to 
take our leave,and to end out ycere. 


It fortuned at the laſt, that we arri- 
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ved at a Town which is called Al- 
 morx, at{uch time as they gathered 
their grapes, where one of the vine- 
yard gavemy Maſter a whole bunch, 
which by reaſon of the late time, 
were more than ripe, ſo that ſome 
were ready to fall from the bunch: 
wherefore he could. by no meanes 
carry it in his bag, by reaſon it was 
{o moylt. Therefore he determined 
to make a ſumptuous banquet with 
it, partly becauſe he had no meanes 
to carTty 1t with him, and partly be- 
cauſe he thought therewith to 
pleaſe me, which had received that 
cay many cruell blowes. 

As ſoon as we found a valley fit 
for the purpoſe, we ſate us down, 


and my Maſter ſaid; Lazaro my boy, | 


I will now uſe agreat Iiberality to- 
wards thee, it ismy pleaſure, that 
both of us ſhall cat friendly together 
this bunch of grapes, whereof thy 
paxt ſhall be as much as mine, we 
vv1ll part it after this ſort, thou ſhalt 


take

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take. one grape, and I another, pro- 
miſing me taithtully, that thou vvilt 
not take above one ata time, and I 
vvill do the like to thee, and fo vve 
yvill quietly end our bunch, vvith- 
out. any fraud or guile on cither 
part. 

Upon that condition vye agreed, 
and began our banquet: but my ma- 
ſter belike forgetting his promiſe, 
did ſoon change purpoſe, for imme- 
diately he began to pick the grapes 
by tvvo and tvvo, thinking perad- 
venture that I vvould do the like, as 
he might vvecll think. Indeed I vyas 
not far bchinde him, for as ſoon as I 
perceived that he had broken the 
Lavv, I vyas not content to go by 
tvyvoand tvvo, as he did. but vyent 
| before him, taking up by tvvo and 
three together,and ſyumetimes more, 
as I yvas belt able,

I then laughed to 
my ſelf, although I vvas but young, I 
conlidered yvell his diſcreet conl1i- 
deration. 

Novv vir, to avoid long talke, I 
vvill leave apart many matters, as 
vv<cll pleaſant, as vvorthy to be no- 
ted, vvhich have fortuned to me 
vvith this my firſt maſter. I vvill only 
tell yyhat happened a little before l 
departed : vve came to S:alona, a 
Tovvnot the Dukes, and vyvhen vve 
vvereat our lodging, he gave me a 
piece of a [auſedgeto roſt,the vyhich 
being almoit enough, and the fat

It vedi, is 
fortuned,that neere the fire there lay Mx 
a little root, ſomewhat long and evil {1 
fayoured,ſuchan one as belike, yyas Engliſh 
not ſerviceable for the pot, and **"Y> 
therefore vvas left there as abjcc& : 
and as at that time there yvas no 
moe but he andI alone, I felt my ſelf 
pinched vvith a liquoriſh appetite, 
my teeth being ſet an edge with the 
ſweet {avour of his roaſted ſauſedge - 
(the which was the onely witneile 
that I ſhould be the eater thereof) 1 
not regardingwhat the ſequel might 
be, laying atide all manner of feare, 
for to fulfill my raſh deſire, in the 


mean while, that the blinde man was 


drawing his purſe,l whipt off quick- 
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ly the ſauſedge from the ſpit, and 


thereon  broached the , foreſaid} 


worm-eaten root, which my Matſter| 
molt willingly took, and began to 
turn, thinking to roſt that which 
for the goodneſs, was not worthy to 
be boyled. 

So I went for wine, and by the 
way I made a fair end of my fau- 
ſedge, and as ſoon as I came in again, 
I tound my Maſter wringing be- 
tween twollicesof bread, the naugh- 
ty root, not knowing what it was: 
for with his finger, he had not as yet 
touched it, Immediately after he be- 
gan to cat, taking a large bit of his 
bread, meaning to have taſted a little 
of his ſauſedge, but histeeth entred 
into the root, where he found a cold 
morſell : whereat he being ſore a- 
baſhed, ſhewed it to me, and ſaid; 
Lazaro, what meancth this? I then 
anſwered : Now Jeſus what is this? 
Alas wretch that I am, do you mean 
__ toblame me, you know well that 1 
Came 
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came but now from theTavern with 
wine,{urely ſome naughty manthath 
been here, that hath done this in difſ- 
pite ormockage. No, no, then ſaid 
he, that cannot be poſlible, for 1 ne- 
yer let the ſpit go fithence out of 
mine own hands. Then to clear my 
ſelf, I began to ſweare all Oathes, 
that I was innocent of that vile ex- 
change: but all was in vain, for from 
the ſubtilty of that ungracious 
--1 man, nothing could be kept 
hid. 

He roſe up and took faſt bold on 
my head, to ſmell whether he could 
teele the ſavour of his ſauſedge : and 
as ſoon as ever he felt occaſion to ſu- 
ſpect that I had eaten it, he wasas

had been then buried , might well 
have looked for my company, for I 
was altogether dead : his rage 'was 
then ſo great, that if men had nor 
come In, 7 thinkcertainly he would 
have taken away my life.

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account more' juſt, than I would 
have wiſhed it by the one half : the 
molt that I could do, was to give it a 
thouſand kiſſes, and to cut a little 
delicately of that place where it was 
cut before : and with that I paſled 
oyer that day, yet not ſo merrily as 
I did the other.

the which. had not half ſo much 
Wooll as need required : we turned 
it to make it ſoft, but that was un< 
poſſible to do; for very hard it is for 
a man to make an hard thing ſoft,

' thecruell matreſs at all; for when it 


was ſpread upon the hurdle of big 
fticks, every {tick appeared thorow, 
even as like as could be, to the ribs 
ofa carion lean Hogge : we ſpread 
upon the hungry miſerable mattres, 
a Coverlet ſuteable to the reſt of the 
ſtuffe; what ſtuffe it was of, I cannot 
well deviſe: before that we had

Tam not provided of 

meat, becauſe I have been hitherto 

alone without a Servant, and Thave 

alwayes taken my meals in the City, 

but trom-henceforth we will keepa 

new order. Sir, ſaid ], take no care 

for me, I can pafle over one night, 

and more if need bee, without meat: 

And that will bee cauſe that thon 

ſhalt live longer, ſaid he, foras wiſe 

meratfirm, There is nothing that 

can make a manltive longer, than ro 

eat a little. If that be true ſaidI to 

my 1clt, I ſhall neverdie; for I have 

 alwayes been conſtrained to- keep 

that rale, and I think I am fortuned 
toobferve it as long asT live. ' 

After all this, he went to bed,ma- 

kiag his. hoſe & his doublet his bol- 

{ter, 
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ſter, and cauſing me tolie at his feet, 
whereg never ſlept wink; for the 
hard Hurdle never left galling my 
naked bones, which by hunger &ſor- 
row together; had not left on them, 
noryet on all my body befides, an 
ounce of fleſh : & as I'chanced tocat 
nothing that day, my brain was ſo 
light that I could never take relt. 
Wherefore(God forgive me)l curſed 
my ſelf and my fortune a thouſand 
times, and that which was worſe 


'thanall this, I never durſt cha 


fides for fear of waking him:Where- 
fore I defired death. 

The next morning when he aroſe, 
he began to ſhake, and to make clean 
his hoſe, and doublet.and his Clokez 
I was his bruſh, ſo he arrayd himſelf 
at leaſure : I gave him then watcr 
for his hands,and when he had made

I remained then alone, ſaying *t» 
my ſelf, Blefled art thou, O God, 
which {eadeſt the ſickneſs, & grveltt 
the remedy 3 who would think:he 
I ſhould think my Lord and Maſter, 
with ſuch geſture and countenancs, 


'bur that he had ſupped well yefter- 


night, yea, and that he had flept.ina 
good bed? And although it be now 
early, who would think, but that'he 


had broken his faltwell 2 Great are , 


thy 
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thy ſecret doings, O Lord, and all 
peopleare ignorant of them ! might 
not his good diſpoktion, his reaſona- 
ble Cloak and Coat deceive an 

man? Who would diſtruſt, that fach 
A noble Gentleman had caten no» 
thing all yeſterday but one peece of 
bread: which his Servant Lazaro had 
kept in the Cheſt of his boſom a day 
anda night, ſo that it could not be 
(to ſay Na trath) very clean ? Who 
would ſuſpe&, that he had dryed 
this morning, -his face and his hands 
upon the Skirts of his Coat, for want 
ot a Towell? IT am certain no man 
would judge it in him : O Lord, how 
many are there in the World, that 
are in ſuch bravery, as this my Ma- 
ſter is in, which do ſuffer more for a 
little vain glorious ſake, than they 


would do for the love of thee? I 


{ſtood 1n the door ſolong, r:mem- 
bring all thoſe thmgs, that my Ma- 
ſter palled thorow a long and nar- 
row ſtreet, then I went in, and with- 
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In a minute of an houre T viſited the 
whole houſe above and beneath, 
without ſtaying , or finding whereat 
to (tay. 

When 1 had made the unlucky 
bed, Itook my pot and went ſtraight 
to the River, and being ready to 
take up my water, I might perceive 
my Maſter in a Garden over the wa- 
ter, in great talk with two comely 
Women, which by their counte- 
nance ſeemed to be fome of them, 
whereof in Toledo a number are rifel 
found : and many of thext take a aſe 
of going abroad early in the morn- 
mg in the Summer-time, to take the 
ayr in thoſe Gardens, and to break 
their faſt without proviſion of their 
own,under T recs and thadowes near 

that pleaſant River, truſting to finde 
Jout ike that wonld beſtow charges 
upon them, eſpecially ſuch as they 
had accuſtomed thereto, ſuch luſty 
young Souldiers of the Ciry as de- 
lighted in ſach paſtime. He was 
' G (as 
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( as I. mean to tell you )- between 
theſe W,omen,deyiſing and counters 
fciting all kind of brayery, regiting 
more pleaſant and ſweet words than 
ever 0pvid wrote: Bur when they per- 
ceiyed. that their beauty had van- 
quiſhed him clean, and that he was 
left withour ſhame, they demanded 
of him their break-faſt, and he 
therefore. to. have the accuſtomed 
payment. 

Whereupon he being as eold in 
the purſe, as he was hot in ſtomack, 
tell 10 ſucha trance, that he loſt all 
the colour in his face : his tongue 
not able to talk, was fain to alledge 
vain excuſes. But they, which 1m 
their ſcience were well inſtructed, 
when they perceived his inftirmity, 
they gave him over forſuch an one 
as he was indeed. All this while I 
was breaking my faſt with ſtalks of 
Coleworts, and when I had done. like 
a diligent Servant, not ſeen of my 


Maſter, returned home, meaning to | 
ſweep | 
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ſweep ſome part of the houſe that 
had moſt need:but I could not finde 
wherewithall to do the deed. 
Wherefore not knowing what to 
do, I began to muſe wherein Iſhould 
occupy my ſelf; and after ſtudy, I 
determined to tarry untill noon,that 
my Maſter came, for peradventure 
he would bring ſomething with him 
for us to eat : wherefore I tarried 
his comming, yet all for nothing; for 
it was now twoa Clock, and he not 


yet come : but becauſe hunger op- 


pretied me ſore,I came out and locx- 
ed the door, laying the key where 
he had commanded, with a low and 
a ſorrowfull voyce, my hands thruſt 
intomy boſom, 7 began to return 


to my former practiſe, inſomuch that 


having God before mine eyes, and 
my gee, in his name, I fell to beg 

rom doer to door, and from 
houſe to houſe, where 7 thought beſt 


'to ſpeed; having learned this Trade 
in my ſucking 'yeares, 1 mean with 


2 | the 
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the blinde Maſter; I became ſuch'a 
Scholar, that although in that City 
there was ſmall charity, andthe year 
was not avundant, yet notwith- 
ſtzndinglI had putmy affaires in ſuch 
good order, thit betore the Clock 
{track four, '1 had laid a pound of 
bread in my belly,and twice as much 
in my; boſom and{leeves. I returned 
then home-ward , and in my way 
went thorow the ſtreets where they 
{old Tripes, where I demanded cha- 
ri: y-ot a Woman that was there, ſhe 
gave mea peece of Neats foot, anda 
tewſodden Tripes. 

When I came home, my courte- 
ous Maſter was within, having fol- 
dea hisCloak and laid it up, walking 
- up & down the Court : &- as ſoon as 
hedid fee me, he came towards me, 
wherefore I teared Ee would: have 
beaten me, becauſe I had tarried fo 
Tong, but it was-not Gods will. 
The firſt thing he demanded of 

me, was,, where I had been? IT an- 
ſwered, Sir, I was here untnll it was 
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two a Clock, and when I perceived 
that -your Maſtcrſhip came not, I 
went forth into the City, to recom- 
mend my ſclf to good people, which 
have given me thus much for Gods 
ſake, and ſo thewed him the Tripes, 
which I kept in the ſkirt of my coat; 
 whereat he made no angry counte- 
nagce, but ſaid , I havetarried for 
thee to dinner, and becauſe I could 
not ſee thee come, I dined alone; as 
for thee thou haſt done ike amho- 
neſt boy, for 1t 15 better to beg then 
to ſteal, as God help me I am of that 
opinion : one thing onely1 will de- 
fire thee to do, that thou wilt not let 
them know that thou doſt dwell 
with me , nor that Il am thy Malter : 
For that roucheth mine honour, and 
Idonot doubt, but that will be kept 
lecrer, for very few do know me in 
this City,' I wonld to God I had ne- 
ver come to it. | 
. Of that matter, Sir, take you no 
care, ſaid I; for no man will ask'me 
G 3 th-* 
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that queſtiou, I need not therefore 
make ſuch account to any of them, 
But why doeſt thou not fall now to 
thy Victualls poor ſoul, ifit be Gods 
will, we ſhall ſoon be out of this mi- 
ſery : thou ſhalt underſtand that 
fthence 7came in hither, had never 
good hour, this Houſe is ſurely built 
in an unhappy place, and certainly 
fome houſes are ſo unlucky, that 
look whoſoever doth dwell within 
them, he ſhall beſure to have evill 
fortune. | 

But I promiſe thee, that as ſoon as 
the month is ended, I will not dwell 
here, (no though they vvould give 
itmeRent-free.) I fell down then, 
and becauſe he ſhould not think me 
a covetous glutton, I drew out my 
Victualls, and there began to ſup 
honeſtly,biting my Tripes vvith my 
bread handſomly,beholdingdiflem- 
blingly my miſerable Maker, vyhich 
had his eye alvvayes upon:my ſkirt, 
being at that timemy ay 
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God take ſuch compaſſion on 
me. as I did then upon him; for 
I had oftentimes endured, yea, and 
daily felt that ſorrovv, wyhich I 
knevy tormented him: yyherefore I 
imagined vvithmy ſelf, how 7might 
yvell invite him-but becanſehe told. 
me that he had dined. 1 vvas afraid 
leſt he vvould retuſe the banquet. 

Finally, 1 vviſhed that thepoor 
man vvould havecaſed his pain, 'by 
help of mine, and that he:-vyould 
have caten vvith me for company, 
as ke zad done the day before, eſpe- 
cially, becauſe that then Z7had better 
Victuals, and more ſtore, and more- 
over, that then my hunger vvas leſs: 
it pleaſed God to accompliſh my de- 
fire and his together; for vyhen 1 
had begun my meat, as he vyalked 
he came neare to me, faying;Lazaro, 
I promiſe thee thou bat the beſt 
grace 1n eating, that ever 1did ſce a- 
ny man have; for there is no man 
that ſeeth thee eat ,'butiby ſeeing 
G 4 : thee 
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thee feed, fhall have an appetite, 


although _ they be not an hun-: 


ored. 

Then wouldI ſay to my ſelf, the 
hunger which thou ſuſtaineft,  cau- 
ſeth thee ro think mine ſo beauti- 


full : then I truſted I m ight help *

him, ſeeing that he had ſo helped 
himſelf, wy had opened me the way 
thereto : whereforcT ſaid unto him, 
Sir,thegood Tooles make the work- 
man good, this bread hath good 
taſte, and this Neats Foot is ſo well 
ſod, and ſo cleanly dreiled, that it is 
able with the ſavour of it onely, to 
entice.any man to eat of it. 

W hat, 1s it a Neats foot 2 Yea Sir:

{ee how you like it. I delivered then 
unto his nailes the Neats foot, with 
two or three peeces of the whiteſt 


bread thatT had; whereupon he fit- 


teth 
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teth down by me, and there began 
to cat like one that had great need, 
nawing every one of- thoſe little 
ones, better then any Grey-hound 
could have done tor lite, ſaying, This 
- | is ſingular good meat: and 1 tomy 
| ſelf ſaid, The ſauce that thou eatelt 
withall 15 better. 

He ſwore he had eaten it withas 
good a ſtomack as if he had caten 
nothing all the day before : then I 
with a low voyce ſaid, God ſcnd me 
to live long, as ſure as that 1s true : 
and having ended his Victualls, he 
commanded me to reach him the 
pot of water, wich I gave him even 
as full as I had brought 1t from the 
River, and it was a figne that fi- 
. thence he wanted no water, that the 
reſidue of his dinner was but ſmall, 
we drank both, and went to bed, s 
the night before,at that time well ſa- 
tisfied. 

- And now for to avoid long talk, 
we continued after this ſort eightor 
fo nine 
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nine dayes: and the/ poor Gentle- 
man. went every day to brave ir out 
mn the ſ{treet,to-content himſelf with 
kis accuſtomed ſtately pace, and al- 
wayes I peor Lazaro was fain to be 
his Purveyor : I oftentimes confi- 
dered my difgraces, that eſcaping 
from evill Maſters whichT had, that 
uſed me evill, and ſeeking better, 1 
happened to meet now with him, 
who not onely did not maintain me, 
but whom I was fain to maintain, or 
elſe ke todie : yet for all that, I lo- 
ved him wel), perceiving that he was 
able to dono more : yea, and Idid 
pitty him, rather then hare him; for 
oftentimes with carrying him home 
therewith to paſle the day, Itelt 
griet my (elf, One morning the poor 
Gentleman roſe up in his ſhirt, and 
went upto the top of the Houle, to 
eaſc himſelf, and in the mean ſeafon 
to-be out of the ſuſpition.that Fwas 
1. Tunfolded his Doublet and Hole, 
which were his Boulſter , ant there 
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found a little Purſe of Velvet, which 
had a hundred wrinkles in it,but the 
Devill a penny,nor yet any fign that 
there had been any there long time 
before. Then did1 ſay tomy ſelf, this 
mag is poor, No. Man can give that 
which he hath not: but my covetous 
blinde man,and my wretched Prieſt, 
unto whomGod hath given ſo much 
oods, the one got with ſmoath 
nd.the other gained with his looſe * 
tongue, and yet they famiſhed me 
continually : there was good reaſon 
why 1 ſhould hate ſuch people; fo 
1s there cauſe, why this mans caſe 
ſhould be lamented. God knoweth 
that when 1 met with any of his e- 
ſtate, being of like gravity, pace and 
countenance, how | pittied them, 


 thioking that they did endure that 


which 1 did ſee him daily ſuffer, 
whemlT had rather ſerve for all his 


poverty, than any of the other ;, for 


the cauſcs above named. 1 did like 
bim well, but onely that me thought

and- as for me, the beſt ſhift I made, 
was amongſt certain poor Women, 
which were Spinners and' Cap- 
knitters, which ſaved my life, by 
reafon of the acquaintance IT had 
with them , being our near Neigh- 
bours: For of that meat they had, 
I-ſhould have a little, wherewith I 
did not ſo lament mine own cale, as 
Idid my poor Maſters, which in 8. 
dayes did not eat one morſell at 
bh the 
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theleaſt, we were fo long at home 
without meat : but inded I know 
not whither he went, nor what he 
did eat abroad, yet notwithſtandi 
tor all this, you ſhould fee him come 
ſometimes up the ſtreet with a bod 
as large as any Gray-hounds of 
race, and for to maintain his poor 
honour, he was wont to take a firs 
im his hand, whereofalſo there was 
waat in our houſe, and ſtanding 
without the door, would therewith |.

After thisſort, my; Maſter lamen- 
ted hisevill.fortune,waking relation 
unto me, what a valiant perſon! he 
was. And being in ſuch talk , there

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commeth in to us, a man, and an old 
Woman,the man demanded the rent 
of the Houſe, and the Woman the 
hire of the bed,. and there made 
ſtraightwayes accounts, ſo that he 
for two moneths, was indebted more 
than he.was able to pay 1n a whole 
yeere. I think his debts. came to 
twelve or thirteen Ryals of plate:he 
gave them gentle anſwers, that he 
would go to the Market-place, to 
changea double peece of gold, defi- 
ring them to .come again in the e- 
vening, but his departure was with- 
out return, PETER 
When evening came, they retur- 
ned, but it wastoo late, wherefore 1 
told them, that he was not yet come, 
the nigh: being come &- he not, I was 
afraid to lic alone inthe houſe, there- 
fore | went to my Neighbours, and 
there declared unto.them the whole 

matter, and there lay all night. 
The next day'in the morning, the 
Creditors came and enquired for wm

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Maſter (but at the other door I muſt 
tell you, ) .uato whom the Women 


anſwered : There is his Servant,

exchange. When they heard me ſay 
ſo,they went ſtraight and ſeek a Ser- 
jeant and Scrivener, and as ſoon as 
they had brought them thither, 
without delay they took the Key, 
and opened the door in the preſcnce 
of Witnefles,and entred in to ſeque- 
ſter my Maſters goods, that the debt 
might be pai«l them : But when they 
had ſought the Houſe all over, they 
found it as empty as I have told you; 
wherefore they demanded of me, 
whither my Maſters goods were 
conveyed, bis Cheſts, his Tapeſtry, 
and his Houſhold-ſtuffe. I anſwered,

I 
anſwered , Marry it ſtandeth a good 
way hence 1n his own Countrey, The 
matters then 1a a fair caſe(ſay they 
but where is his Countrey ? He tol 
me, that he was bozn in Caſtilia the 
old. The Sergeant and the Scrive- 
ner laughing apace, ſaid; this confeſ(- 
lion RY A tor you to recover 
the debt '( though it were greater.) 
The Neighbours that, were there 
preſent, {aid., This Child is an inno- 
cent,and he hath not dealt long with 
the Squire, . therefore he know: 
no more of, higz than you do 3, þ 
hath oftentimes come to us, and we 
bavegiven him ſuch meat as we hag 
ar 
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for Gods ſake, and at nights gone in, 
to lie with his Maſter. When they 
perceived mine innocency, they did 
ſet meatliberty. The Sergeant and 
the Scrivener did demand of the 
man and the Woman their fee, 
whereupon there roſe great conten- 
tion, and they alledged that they 
were not bound to pay, ſceing that 
there was noexecution made, eſpe- 
cially, ſeeing that there was not 


wherewithall. The Officers alledg- - 
ed, for that comming thither, they 


had left undone matters of much 
great importance. 

Finally, after many angry words, 
a poor Carrier was loden with the 
old mattreſs, which was the Wo- 
mans, {cant half aload to the Bearer, 
Then went they all five out toge- 
ther chiding, what became of them 
after, I know not; I believe the poor 
mattreſs paid for all. And thus, as I

as I fully perceived evill fortune

much,that my afftaires went ſo back- 
_ | ward,that whereas Maſters are wont 
to be forſaken of their Servants, it 
was not ſo with me, but my Maſter 
was fain to forſake me, yea, and run 
away in haſt.

-} | Was then conſtrained to ſeek the 
| fourth Maſter, which was a Fryer 
of the Abbey of Grace, unto whom 
the poor Women, which T have rold 
you of, preferred me. They called 
him cozen. This man was an enemy 
to the Quire, not liking well of his 
Meales in the Covent; a manloſt 
. | for going abroad, defirous to ſee 
\ worldly affaires -and vifſitations, 
| hte I think, that he alonedid 
teare more ſhooes,than all the reſt of 
- | his Brethren; It was he that gave me 
: | the firſt ſhooes that everT wore in all 
7 my 
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my life, which lafted me but eight 
dayesz for he never left trotting a- 
broad : wherefore for this, and for 
other ſmall matters, which at this 
timeI will not f| peak of, I was fain to 


forſake him. 


How Lazaro placeth himſelf with a 
Pardoner, and what thing: happen- 
ed to hint ine bis r ſervice. 


Met by evill chance with the 
fifth Maſter , which was an utte- 
rer of Pardons, the deecitfulleſt 

Merchant, and the moſt ſhameleſs 
that ever I did ſee, or any.man elſe : 
For to diſpatch away his pardons, he 
had fine means and traffique, and 
daily imagined therefore moſt ſubtil 
inventions. 

As ſoen as he arrived to ſuch 
Towns, where he ſhould utter his 

pardons, he would firft preſent ſome 
of ſmall value or ſubſtance to 
the Prieſts andCurates of that place; 


ſome- 
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ſometimesa Cabbage-lettice, a cou- 
ple of Lemmons, or Oranges; other- 
whiles an Apricock, or elſe a couple 
of Peaches, or at leaſt, to every one a 
fair Peare: and by that meanes he 
went about to make them his 
friends, that they might favour his 
affaires, and caule their Pariſhioners 
to receive the pardons: Yea, and 
that they ſhould thank him, he 
would alwayes be informed before 
he came, which were learned, and 
which not. When he came to thoſe, 
which he underſtood were learned, 
he would be ſure never to ſpeak 
word of Latin, for fear of ſtumbling: 
but uſed in ſnch places, a gentle 
kind of Caſtil;ar: Spaniſh, his tongue 
alwayes at liberty:and contrariwile, 
whenſoever he was informedofthe 
reverend Domines, (I mean ſuch as 
are made Priefts more for money, 
than for learning and good behayi- 
our) to hear him ſpeak amongſt 
ſuch men, you would fay it wereS, 

I 2 Thomas: 
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Thomas : for he would then, two 
houres together talk Latin : atleaſt 
which ſeemed to be, though it was 
not. 

When that they received not his 
pardons friendly, he ſought meanes 
to make them to take them per- 
force : So that oftentimes, he there 
fore moleſted the Pariſhioners, 0- 
therwhiles cauſing them to receive 
them by ſubtill inventions. And 
now, ſccing it were too long to ac- 
count all ſuch parts as1 did ſec him 
uſc, I will recite one, whereby he 
ſhewcd right well, how ſufficient he 
was. He had preached twoor three 
dayes In a Village, within the D1o« 
ceſs of the Arch-Bifhop of Toledo, 
without emitting any part of his ac- 
cuſtomed diligence, and the people 
had not taken one pardon, nor no 
man (as far as I conld perceive) was 
minded to reccive any : wherctore 
he was in great rage. 


And as he imagined what he had 


beſt 
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bid all the people to come thither jen  F 
the next day, ſo to diſpatch his par= wye 
dons, and that night after Supper, he with 
and his Sergeant went to play for $,;;e.ur 
their break-faſt, and as they played, to rake 
they fell at ſuch debate,thatthe one j? Bog 
gaveevill words to the other : Info- pours as 
much, that at the laſt he ſaid to his refuſe rc 
Sergeant, That he vvas a Theef; and _— 
the Sergeant anſwered, ſaying, That pardon 
he was a Falſiher: wherefore the # the 
Commiſlary my Maſter laid hand jet. 
upon a ſhort Pike that ſtood behind 

the door, where they played; and 

the Sergeant on the other fide, put 

hand to his ſword , which hung by 

bis fide : ſo that with the great noyſe 

that we made, our Hoaſt and our 
Neighbours.came in, and went be- 

tween them : then they being ſore 
angry, fought all meanes tocome 
together, that the one might kill the 

other : But the Houſe was ſo fall of 
people, that they could by no means 


I 3 come 
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come nigh to one another, wherefore 
they never left giving one another 
injurious words, inſomuch, that the 
Sergeant ſaid to my Maſter, that he 
was a Fallifier, and that the pardons 
which he preached of daily, were 
moſt falſe. 

To be brief, when the people per- 
ceived, that they could by no means 
pacifie them, they determined to 
carry the Sergeant = to another 
lodging, and my Maſter remained 
{till chere 1n great rage. 

W hereupon our Hoaſt, with his 
Neighbours, deſired him heartily 
that he would forget his anger, and 
go to bed : and ſo then we went all 
toſleep. As ſoon as day appeared in 
the morning, my Maſter went to the 
Church, and cauſed them there to 
ring to Male, and to Sermon, that he 
might diſpatch his Pardons: then 
the peopleatlembled vogether, mur- 
muring amongſt themſelves at the 

Pardons, ſaying, T hat they were falſe 


and 
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and nothing worth, ſeeing that the 
Sergeant himſelf had aiftirmed the 
ſame - So that before that time, they 
having ſmall mind to receive a- 
ny, they then utterly abhorred 
them. 

Mr. Commillary mounteth up in- 
to the Pulpit,and beginneth his Ser- 
mon, encouraging the people not to 
forſake ſuch great goodneſs and in- 
dulgence, as the holy pardon con- 
tained : and being in the midſt of 
his Sermon, the Sergeant commeth 
in at the Church door, and when 
that he had ended his prayers, he 
roſcup ſuddenly, and with aloud 
voyce diſcreetly ſaid, Ye honeſtand 
godly people, give eare that Imay 
tell you a word or two, and then 
hear whom ye w1ill.I am come hither 
in the company of this Crow-keep- 
er which now preacheth , who hath 
deceived me, promiling, that if I 
would help him in his affaires, 1 
ſhould have half the gains. But now

of thy falſhood, but at this time this 
/ is ſufficient. 

Then my Maſter Commiſlary fall- 
ing down upon his knees in the pul- 
pit, holding up his hands, his eyes 
looking up to Heaven, ſaid theſe 
words: O Lord God, from whom 
nothing is hid, unto whom all things 
are manifeſt, and unto whom no- 
thing is unpoſhble, who can do all 
things, thou knowelſt the truth, and 
how unjuſtly I am accuſed and flan- 
dered : as forme (O Lord)l forgive 
him that thou maiſt forgive me. 
Have no. regard to him that know- 
eth not'what he doth nor ſaith: not- 
withſtanding O Lord, I do —_ 
| [4 
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thee, and through juſtice I demand 
of thee, that thou wilt not diſlemble 
this injury which is done unto thee, 
Peradventure, ſome that are here 
preſent, were minded to take this 
divine pardon, which now will not; 
giving place and credit to the wick- 
ed mans words: and becauſe this 
matter is ſo hurtfull to Chriſtian 
Neighbours, I beſcech thee once a- 
g4in good Lord, that thou wilt not 
difſemble it, but 1mmediately, that 
it may pleaſe thee to ſhew herea mi-

My devout Maſter had ſcant en- 
ded his prayers, but that the poor 
Sergeant fell jn a trance,giving him- 
ſelt ſuch a blow againſt the ground, 
that all the Church ſounded of 1t, 
ſtretching out his body with great a= 
bundance of foame at his mouth, 
making ſtrange viſages, and ſtrikin 
the ground both with hand a 
foot, tumbling up and down from 
one fide to another : Inſomuch that 
the noyſe that the people made, was 
{o great, that one could not hear an- 
other. Some were amazed and fore 
afraid, ſaying, God be his help; and 
other ſaid , He hath that which he 
hath deſerved, ſecing that he durft 
aftirm ſuch falſhood. 

Finally, ſome of thoſe that were 
there, which to my judgement were 
not without great feare, came neere

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to hold faſt his hands, wherewith he 
ſtroke all ſuch as came neare him.O. 
thers held him faſt by the feer, for 
there was never falſe moyle in the 
world that ever kicked ſo faſt : and 
ſo they held him a good while. 
There were above 15. men upon 
him, and he gave them all their 
hands full : ſo that if they had for- 
gotten their buſineſs, he would have 
given ſome of them overthwart the 
teeth. All this while my Maſter was 
in the Pulpit upon his knees, hold- 


ing his hands together ſtill, his eyes 


bent towards Heaven, tranſported 
into ſuch divine extaſic, that all the 
noyſe and rumour which was in 
the Church, was not ſufficient to 
bring him out of. his divine conten- 
plation. Certain honeſt men that 
were there, came unto him, and a» 
waked him by force of crying , delſi- 
ring.that it might pleaſe he to ſuc- 
cour the poor man that was a dying, 
and that he ſhould not regard that 


which 
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which had paſled, nor yet his evill 
words, ſeeing that now he had re- 


ceived punithment therefore, but 


that if he could help him any way 
how to eſcape that perill and dan- 
ger that he was 1n, that he would {0 
co for Gods ſake: and as for them, 
they plainly perceived that he was 
in the fault, and ſo likewiſe that 
they knew his truth and goodneſs, 
ſeeing that at his petition, the Lord 
ſtraightwayes for revengement, ſent 
him puniſhment. 

Then my Maſter the Commillary, 
like one that had awaked out of a 
gracious {leep, beholdeth them, and 
alſo the patient, with all thoſe that 
wereabout him, and ſaid : Ye ho- 
neſt men, ye ought not to pray for 
one,on whom God hath ſo manifeſt» 
ly ſhewed his power; but ſeeing 
that he hath commanded that we 
ſhall not render evill for evill, but 
rather that we ſhall pardon all inja- 
ries, to beable tomake ſupplicati- 

on 
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on unto him, that we may fulfill that 
which he commanded us. And now 
that his Majeſty (being by him of. 
fended) may forgive him, fo to thew 
miracles of true faith, let us go all 
rogether with humble heart, and 

ray to him. Wherefore he came 
down out of the Pulpit, command- 
ing ſuch as were there preſent, moſt 
deyoutly to pray to our Lord, that 
it might pleaſe him, through his 
grace, to pardon the ſinner, and to 
reſtore him to his health and bodily 
ſenſes again : And moreover, if his 
_ divine Majeſty had permitted any 
evill fpirit to enter into him for his 
offences, that it might pleaſe him 
likewiſe, to drive it out again, In- 
continently they fell all upon their 
knees, before the Altar, and with 
the Prieſts they began to ſing with 
low voyce, the Letany, and the

The Maid of a new 
ſtamp returned her the Key, kifling 
and imbracing her with more afte- 
tion than at the firſt time; and at- 
ter ſhe had whiſpered her again in 


the care, they helped up with the 
Trunk, 


we of Lazarilio de Tormes. 
Trunk, which ſeemed unto me far 


lighter than the day before, becauſe 


my belly was better provided. 
Comming down the ſtayres ;. it was 
my chance to meet with Il know not 
what ſtymbling block, which Ithink 
the Devill of purpoſe had laid in my 


* way, that made me ftumble, and 


tumbled down Trunk and allto the 
bottom of the ſtayres, where ſtood 
the Father and the Mother. of the 
ſimple and kind hearted wench. I 
broke my noſe and ſhort Ribs with 
the fall, and the damned Trunk, 
with the knocks and joults, flew o- 
pen. In 1t there appeared a young 
Gallant, with out his Cloak, his Ra- 
pier and Dagger at his fide, in a 
green Sattin Sute, with a feather of 
the ſame colour, a pair of Carnation 
Garters and Roſes, Crimſon Silk 
Stockings, and white open ſhooes : 
who rifing up very mannerly, and 
making a low reverence, ſtraight 
went out of doors, They were ſo a» 
mazed 
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mazed with that faddain Viſion, 
| that they looked one upon another 


like ſo many Matachines or Anticks, 


But when they were come to them- 
ſelves, they called in all haſt two 
Sonnes that they had,and with great 
ſtorming, declared the matter unto 
to them: Who preſently taking 
their Swords, and crying, kill, kill, 
went out to ſcek the young Mad- 
cap. But he had poſted away in 
ſach haſt, that it was impoſitble for 
them to overtake him. The Father 
and Mother (who all this while had 
remained b2low ſtayres ) ſhutting 
the doors faft, went up, thinking to 
revenge: themſelves upon the Baud : 
but ſhe that had heard the noyſe, 
and known the cauſe thereof, had

ed ſweating, and out of breath, 
ſwearing and vowing, That ſince 
they had not overtaken the villain, 
they would kill their Siſter and the 
Baud. But when they were told, 
that they had made an eſcapeat the 
Back-fide, then they fell a blaſ he- 
ming, curſing, and ſwearing. The 
one ſaid, Why do I not meet now 
with the Devill himſelf, with an in- 
fernall crue, that I might make ha- 
vock of them as of ſo many Flies? 
Come Devill, come, But now that 
Icall thee, it 1s certain, that where- 
foever thou art , thou doſt fear my 
anger, and dateſt not appear before 
mc. O hadT bur ſeen that Coward, 
with my very breath I had carried 
him ſo far, as no body ſhould ever 
have heard anynews of him. The 
other went on, ſaying, Had IT but o- 
rertaken him, I would not have left 
ONe 
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one peece of him ſo bigas his eare: 
but if he be in the World, nay; 
though he be not, he ſhall-not eſcape 
out of my hands; for would plough 


him up, were he hid in the Centfe of 


the Earth. Theſe and ſuch like 
brags and threatnings did they 
thander out, whilſt poor Lazaro was 


expeting that all the ſtorm ſhould 


light upon him, ; but yet I ſtood in 
more fear of ten or twelve Boyes 
that were there, than of thoſe Brag- 

adillos. In theend, both great and 
finall in a cluſter fell upon my 
Jacket; the one kicked me, the 0- 
ther thumped me; fome pulled me 
by the hair, others boxed me about 
the cares. My fear was not vain: 
for the Boyes thruſt great pians 
into my Burtocks np tro the head, 
which made me s$kreek unto the 
Heavens; the ſlaves did fo pinch me, 
that they made me. at noon-day ſee 
a thouſand Starres. Some fa1d, let

hammering of me was ſuch, that 
they ſeemed: Thraſhers in a Barn, or 
lammers of a Fulling-Mill, by rea- 

of the perpetuall motion. At 
length Icing, me breathleſs, they 
detiſted from beating, but not from 
threatning me. The Fatheras moſt 


Inpe, or moſt rotten, commanded 


them to let me alone; and that if F 
would tell them truly who was the 
robber of their honour, they ſhould 
not do me any more harm : but I 
could not fatisfie their defire, be- 
cauſe I knew not who he was, ha- 
ving never ſeen him before he came 
out of the Trunk. Sceing that TI 
anſwered them nothing, they began 
anew to torment me. There was 
the wailing, there the weeping for 
my miſhap, there was the fighing, 
there was the curſing of my crofle 
fortune, But when I perceived, 
that continually they | Kale new 
waycs to perſecut me, I prayed them 
as 
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as well asI could, to forbear me, and 
that 1 would tell them all the buſh 


neſs. They did fo, and I told them 
without any omiſfion , what had 
paſſed; but they would give no 
credit to the truth, Feeling the

hit themark. I went amazed,and a- 


ſtotiſht, not knowing either what to 
fay, or what to doz for I dur{tnot c 
out for help, leſt they ſhould com- 


_ of me to the Juſtices, whom I 


eared more than death it ſelf: and 
to run away was impoſlible, not on- 
ly by reaſun of my former 1ll uſage, 
but alſo for being betweene the Fa- 
ther, Sonnes, and Kinsfolkes, who 
for that purpoſe had joyned them- 
ſelves, eight or nine together, armed 
at all points, like ſo many S. Georges. 
We croſled many Streets, and went 
through manyLanes,. not knowing 
where I was, or whetherT did lead 
them. At length we came to the Sun 
Gate, and downaStreet right.over 
again{t it, I perceiveda Gallant that 


| came tripping it upon the toes, his 


Cloake jerked under one arme, 4 
piece 
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piece of a Glove in one hand, anda 
we Hunger in the other, his arme 

eping time with his foot, fo that 
one would have taken him for the 
coulin germane to the Duke of 1far- 
tedo : he made a theuſand ſeverall 
faces and odde countenances.l kney 
him at the inſtant to be the Squire 
my Mafter, who had ſtolen away my 
Cloathes at Murcia : and. without 
doubt, ſome Saint or other (for I had 
not left one in all the Letany un- 
prayed to) had brought him thither 
for my redemption. AsT ſaw the oc- 
caſion offer it ſelf ſo fair, I caught 
hold of it by the fore-top, and with 
one ſtone I determined to kill two 
Birds, that is to be revenged of that 
bragging Cheater, and to free m 
ſelf from thoſe hang-men. Whic 
to bring to paſſe, I ſaid unto them, 
Gentlemen, look about you, for yon- 
der commeth the Gallant , that hath 
robbed you ef your honour, who 
hath only chapged his Apparell. 


They 
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They blinded with rage and anger, 


without any further diſcourſe, af- 
ked me which was he, I poigted him 
ont unto them : whereupon they 
ruſhed upon him, and taking him by 
the Collar, threw him to the ground, 
where they kicked and cuficd him 
out of all meaſure. One of the young 
ſtriplings, Brother to the Gentlewo- 
man , would have run him throagh 
with his Sword, but that his fa-het 
hindered him; and calling Officers 
to their help, they bound him hand 
and foot.

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their fiſts; and all bloudy,bruſed,and 
broken headed, carried him to Pri- 
ſon; AndI took my leave of Madrid, 
curling both the Occupation, and 
the firſt inventor of it.

How Lazaro parted from Madrid, to go 
into bis owne Conntry : and what hap- 
ned unts biz upon the way. 


Was minded to put my ſelf, on 
my way, butI found my ftrength 
farre unequall to my courage ; for 

which cauſe, I remained yet ſome 
dayes in Madrid: which I paſſed well 
enough, by reaſon, that helping my 
felt with Crutches (without whichl 
wasnot able z0g9) I went begging 
from door to door, and from Covent 
to Covent, till I found my ſelt {trong 
enough, and able to travell. I made 
the more haſte, for a thing that I 
keard related by a Beppe, who with 
others, was lowling humfelt in. 
| un, 
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$4n, Tt was the hiſtory of the Trunk, 
as already I haye told it : adding, 
that the man whom they had impri- - 
ſoned, thinking it had been he of the 
Trunk, had proved the contrary ; for 
at the very inftant that the buſneſſe 
hapned,. he was at his lodging , and 
no body thereabouts had ſeen him 
with other apparell than that where- 
with they had taken him : but that 
potwith mg he had been expo- 
ſed to the publike ſhame of a Vaga» 
bond, and banifhed Madrid; He told 
alſo, how the Gentlewoman's friends 
did ſeek fora Porter, that kad dreſ- 
ſed that Meſle of Knavery, ſwearing 
to make a Syve of his ſkin with their 
Rapicrs, ifever they met him. I ope- 
ned my eyes, to prevent this acei- 
dent, clapping a patch upon one of 
them, and ſhaving my beard like a 
Monk ; for I aſſured my ſelf that 
In this diſguiſe, the Mother that 
bare me- could not have known 
me. I departed from Madrid, with 
inten- 
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intention togoto Tejares, to try if 
(being new maulded)Fortune would 
miſtake me. I palled by the Eſcurial, 
a Butlding which doth ſpeak the 
greatneile of the Monarch that did 
erc& it, (for it was not yet altogether | 
finiſhed) and is ſuch, that it maybe | 
reckoned among the Wonders of 
the World 3 thongh it cannot be faid 
that the pl:aſant ſituation hath been 
a motive to build it there,the ground 
being very barren and hilly : but 
well, the temperatenefle of the aire; 
which in Summer 1s ſuch, that remo- | 
ving onely to the ſhade, the heat is 
not troubleſome, nor the Cold offen- 
five, but exceeding wholeſome. 
Within lefle than two miles from 
thence, I met with a company of 
Gipſeyes, lodged in an old decayed 
houſe : who alloon as they perceived 
me a farreoff, thonght I was ſome 
one of their Troop, for my attire did 
promiſe no lefle; but comming nee- 
rer, they ſaw their error, and were 
2" 
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ſomewhat daunted with my pre- 
ſence,, becauſe (as farre asI could 


__uxtandly}, they held a Conſultation 


or were debating an Elefion. They 
told me, that that was not the right 


' way to Salamanca, but to Yalledolids 


Seeing my buſineſle did not con(train 
me to go rather to one place than to 
another, I told them, thatſ{inceit wag 
ſo, 3 would ſee that City, before 1 
went into my Countrey. One of the 
ancienteſt aſked me, whencel was? 


. andunderſtandijng that I was of Te- 


iares, he invited me to dinner for 
neighbourhoods ſake, for he wasof 
Salamamca. I accepted his offer; and 
afterwards they deſired me to relate 
unto them my life, and adventures. 
I did it, without any farther intreaty 
as brietly as things of ſuch moment 


could permit, When I came to ſpeak 


ofthe Tub, and what had hapned 
unto me in an Inne at Miarid, I made 


th:m laugh extreamly , eſpecially 
two Gypleyes, a Man and a Woman, 


who

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who could ſcarce ſtand for laughing, 
I began to be aſhamed, and to bluſh, 
when the old Gypſey, my Country 
man, who had taken notice thereof, 
ſaid unto me ; Be not out ef counte- 


nance, Brother : for theſe Gentles do ' 


not laughat your life; being ſuch, 
as it rather deſerveth admiration 
than laughter z of which, ſince you 
have given us ſo full an account, it is 
reaſonable, that we pay you in the 
ſame Coyne, Wherefore, reſtingup- 
on your prudence, as you have done 
upon ours, if the company will give 
me leave, I will tell you - ol OCCcation 
of their laughter. Every one anſwer- 
ed, that he was well content; for 
they knew. that his greatdiſcretion 


and-<xperience would not ſuffer him 


togo beyond the limits of reaſon. 
Know then (ſaid he) that thoſe two 
whom you ſee yonder, almoſt out of 
breath with laughing , are the Prieſt

aloud, but gentle & grave voyce,ſhe 
thus began her own ftory : The day 
that I came out,or(to ſay better)that 
Heaped out of my Fathers Houſe, 
they carried me to Priſon, and put 
me ina chamber, rather dark then 
clean, and farre more ſtinking than 
handſome. As for the worſhipfull 
Maſter Urvez, who 1s here preſent, 
and may diſprove me ifIſpeak un=- 
truth, they clapped him upia the 
Dungeon, til] he told them that he 
was a Prieſt : wherefore they pre- 
ſently ſent him to the under Bi OP, 
who]very ſharply reprehended him 
for having been ſo faint hearted, as 
fora little Water to have leaped out 
ata Window before all the World 
an 
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and given ſuch a ſcandall:: But with 
promiſe that he made him, to be 


more wary and circumſpect another 
tine, andtodo his bufineſle in ſuch 
ſort, as the groundit ſelfſhould not 
be privy to. his ingreſfle and egrelle, 
he let him go, enjoyning him for 
pennance , that for three dayes he 
thould not fing Maile. I remaincd in 
the cuſtody of the chiefe Keeper or 
Captaine of the Priſon 53 who being 
youthtull and luſty, and I young,and 
not unhandſome, did whatſoever he 
could to pleaſe me.. The Priſon to 
me wasa Palace, and Garden of de- 
lights: My Father and my Mother, 
though greatly diſpleaſed with my 
looſnet{-, did what they could to ſet 
me looſe butallin vain, for the Gap- 
tain did work all poſſiole meanes to 
detain me ſtill ia his keeping. In the | 
meane time, Maſter Licentiat, here 
preſcnt , went round about the Pri+ 
ſan, likea fettiag Dog, to ſee if he 
could ſpeak with me - which at

length ' 
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leagth he did, by the meanes of a 


Baud,the beſt of her Profeſſion ; who 

drefled him in the attire of one of her 
Maids, witha Petticaat and Waſt- 

coat, and a Muffler before his Beard, 
as if he had had the Mumpes : at this 
enterview was the plot laid for my 
eſcape, The night following, there 
wasgreat feaſtingand revelling at the 
Earle of Afirands's Houſe, and in the 
end the Gypſeyes were to dances 
with whom Caxil (for fo is the reve- 
read Urvez now called ) conſorted 
himſelf, to have their help in his pre- 
tences : which they ſo well executed 
(thanks to his wit and induſtry) that 
weenjoy both our defired liberty, 
and his company , that is the beſt in 
the world. The afternoon before the 
Feaſt, the Captain kept more hidling 
about me, than a Cat about a Tripe- 
Wite; and made me more pro - 
tions and promiſes, than a 

ina ſtorm at Sea : all which(as bound 


thereuato) Iencountred again _ 
the 
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tne like. He defired metoafſke him 
whatſoever TI would, and he would 
grant it me, ſo it were not to be de. 
_ of my preſence. I thanked 

im very much, telling him, that to 
want his would be tome the greateſt 
miſchance that ever could happen 
unto me. Perceiving'I had hit the 
mark, I intreated him to carry me 
that night(fince wel he might)to the 
Earles houſe,to ſee the dancing. This 
thing ſeemed very hard unto him; 
nevertheleſſe, not- to goe back from 
his word.and becauſe the little blind 
Archer had wounded him with one 
of his Arrows, he did promiſe it me, 
Now was the high Shieriffe in love 
with me, and had given charge to all 
the Guards,and tothe Captain him-« 
ſelf, to give me good entertainment, 
& tothave a care that no body ſhould 
carry me forth. To convey me there 
fore more cloſely to the Revels , he 
attired me like a Page: my Doublet 
and Hoſe. were of green Damaſk 

layed 
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layed with Gold lace; the Cloak of 
elvet of the ſame colour, lined 
through with yellow Sattin ; a Bon- 
net with a Herons-top and feather, 
and a Diamond Hatband ; a Ruffe 
with ſeaming lace, & Peakes; Straws- 
coloured Stockins,great Garters and 
Roſes, ſuitable to mine Apparrell; a 
paire of white pinkt ſhooes; with a 
ilded Rapier and Dagger, accor- 
ing to the faſhion. We came to the 
Banquetting Room, and found. there 
a great number of Ladies and Gen- 
tlemen 3 the Gentlemen joviall, and 


ia good equi "gs the Ladies. gal - 
har and bonta all; and alſo _ 
mutfiled up in their Cloaks, and Wo- 
men with Veyles. Caril was dreſſed 
like a Roarer;z anFſcceing me, came 
[traightwaies on the other fide of 
me; ſo that I was between him and 
the Captain. The Revelling began; 
where I ſaw things, which becauſe 
they belong not to what I intend to 
ſpeak of, I will omit, - Bur at length 
the 
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the Gypſcys came to dance , andlief 
ſhew trick 3 whereupon two of thenlyi 


grew to words, & fo from one thing 
to another, the one gave the othe 
the Lye; whoanſwered him withs 
flaſh with his Sword over the head, 


that made him bleed like an Ox.|/ 
The company , that till then had]} 
thought they bad been in jeſt, began]; 


to be amazed, and to cry out, Help, 
help. Some Officers and Sergeants 
that were there, began to ſtir them- 


ſelves. Every one put his hand to], 
his Sword, and Idrew mine 3 but|; 


when I ſaw it naked in my hand,[ fel 
a quivering for very fear of it. They 
layed hold on the offender, & there 
wanted not ſome, who (being there 
ſet for the purpoſ8 ) ſaid, That the 
Gaptain of the Priſon was there, to 
whoſe charge they might deliver 
him. The High Sheritfe called him 
out, to give him charge of the Mur- 
therer. He would willingly have car- 
tied me along with him - but _—_— 
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ſt 1 ſhould be known, he bad me

'#ho was ftill at my elbow ) by the 
hand, and 1n two ſtrides we got out 
ntothe ſtreet, where we found one 
of theſe Gentlemen, who brought us 
to their Rendez vowz, When the 
wounded man (whom already every 
one thought to,be dead ) imagined 
in himſelte that we were eſcaped, he 
roſe up and (2id, Gentlemen, the jeſt 
ſhall end here, for I am in good 
bealthz and what hath been done, 
hath been onely to make ſport to 
the company. And with that ke pul- 
led of the Cap he had on, underthe 
which (upon an Iron ſkull) was an 
Oxes bladder full of blood for that 
purpoſe; which, with the blow that 
the other had given him had been 
broken, and fo ſpilt. Eyery one fell x 
; laughing 
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laughing at the jeſt, except the Cap-| 
taine, who found it to be a trouble- 
ſome one - for comming to the place 
appointed,and net finding me there, 


he began to ſeek up and down the 
room, till that aſking an old Gypſey 
woman, if ſhe had not ſeen a Page 
with ſuch and ſuch tokens;ſhe (that 
knew the whole drift)told him, Yea, 
and that ſhe had heard him ſay as he 
went out, holding-a man by the 
hand,Let us goe retire our ſelves to 
S.Fhilips. He went thither 1n all haſte, 
for to ſeek me,but to little purpoſe; 
for he went towards the Eaſt,and we 
fled towardsthe Weſt. Before wee 
left Madrid, I had changed my Cloa- 
thes for others, and had two hun- 
dred Ryalsto boot :-I fold the Hat- 
band for four hundred -Crownes, 
whereof I gave two hundred to theſe 
Geatlemen , for our entrance into 
their company:for ſo had Canil cove- 
nanted with them. This is the whole 
diſcourſe of my liberty : If Maſter 
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Lazaro doth deſire any thing elſe, let 


him command,and,he ſhall be ſerved 


.according as his worthy and joviall 


elſence doth deſerve.1l thapked her 
for her:courteſiez and withas much 
as I was able,I took my leave of them 
all. The good old man brought me a 
mile on. my way : and as we went, | 
alked him if all thoſe that were there 
were Gypleyes,. borne in'Feypt. He 
<a me the Devill ane there 
was in all Spaiz:z but that they were 
all Prieſts, Friers, Nuns, or Thieves 
that had broke out of Priſon, orout 
of their Cloyſters. but yet that a- 
mongft them all,thoſe that came from 
Monaſteries, were the greateſt and 
moſt novorious Villaines, changing a 
contemplative life into an ative, He 
returned to his company., and I on 
horſback upon S. tranes his; Mule, 
followed my way to Palledoli, 
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What baqied tp Lazaro in a Taverne 
tio let off from Valledolid.

-feys, theit kf Aibines and 
behaviour. Iwondred much, how 
the Magiſtrates would ſuffer publike 
Thieves to go fo freely and openly ;

and Receptacle of all Rogues; the
